LOCAL GOVERNMENT. 


COMPARISON OF COSTS IN 1914 
AND 1926. 

In Dail Eireann yesterday the Minister for 
Finance moved the vote of £561,889 for the 
services of the Department of Local Govern- 
ment and Public Health. 

Mr. 8S. Burke, Minister for Local Govern- 
ment, opened his statement by giving com 
parative figures of the costs of local govern- 
ment in this country in the three periods 
1914-15, 1921-22, and 1926-27. He explained 
that for the two former an apportionment to 
include only the twenty-six counties had been 
Summarised, his figures were :— 
Salaries and Cost of Actual 
Expenses. Service, 

£63,420 £22,788 

1921-22 128,922 123,051 
1926-27 .... 107,855 454 054 

In 1914-15 they had not the services of :— 
Child welfare, medical treatment of school 
enildren, welfare of tae blind, treatment of 
tuberculosis and of venereal disease, pro- 
vision of meals for school children, grants for 
housing. It would be found that it was those 
new services that were responsible for the 
present increase in the cost. of the local 
government of the country. 

THE ROADS. 

Coming ‘to the question of the maintenance 
of the roads, he said that there was a great 
deal of confusion on the subject. That-arose 
mainly as the result of half truths, insinuated 
by interested parties, of various kinds. There 
were those interested in the sale of heavy 
lorries crying out that the roads in the 
Saorstat were the worst in kurope. Motorists 
said that they were getting very poor road 
value for the heavy taxes they paid. Those 
interested in the railways complained that 
the genera! public were maintaining a perma- 
nent way for a rival form of transport at a 
time when railways were in anything but a 
flourishing condition. Finally, the ratepayers 
were crying out that they were being fleeced 
to maintain highways at a standard that was 
of no use to them. 

There was a certain amount of truth in all 
of those contentions, but, on the whole. the 
untruth predominated. It was a gross exag- 
geration to sav that the Saorstat roads were 
the worst in Eurepe; their roads compared 
more than favourably with those of all 
European countries, except those in England. 
He would not confine the statement to main 
roads, because their by-roads were main- 
tailed at a higher standard than on the 
Continent. 

NEVER AS GOOD AS ENGLAND. 

They had not, and never would have. as 
good roads as those in England. Here there 
were to be maintained 144 miles of roads 
1or every thousand ol the population, 
whereas in England the proportion is 4) 
miles per thousand. In England they spent 
£1352 per mile the roads, we 
were in a position to spend wnly £27 a mile. 
For five vears practically nothing was done 
to maintain the roads, which were the main 
object of attack during two wars’ In 
ciyeumstances, he thought fhat ‘they 
already brought the roads to a 
creditable condition, indeed. 

In pre-war times the ratepayers contri- 
buted £700,000 to the maintenance of roads. 
At present the amount was £1,234.000. an 
increase of 98 per cent. ‘The increase in the 
cost of labour on the roads was 146 per cent., 
and when that was taken into account the 
ratepayers had a relatively small increase 
for that service. From 1915 to 1922 the 
cost of the roads in England had increased 
from £15,000,000 to £41,500,000. It should 
also remembered that the roads of the 
country were a universal service, benefitting 
every man, woman and child. ‘The old age 
pensions, which were of benefit to only a 
small number, cost £2,500,000 a yea) 

The increase to the ordinary ratepayer for 
the maintenance of roads was 98 per cent. 
over pre-war; the increase of rates on rail 
way property was only 66 per cent., so that 
the railway proprietors had no grievance 
whatever. 

SCOPE OF NEW POLICY. 

The. policy enunciated by the Minister for 
Finance in his Budget speech was not in- 
tended to remedy grievances—there were no 
grievances to be remedied. The sole object 
of the policy was to devise a more economic 
and efficient method of expending the 
resources at their disposal. The Budget 
announced that £2,000,000 would be 
made available for improving the main roads 
of the country—namely, trunk roads to the 
extent of 1,500 miles. Thev were making 
all possible haste to cet ahead with that 
scheme 

it was being financed out of the 
Fund Heretotore that fund was 
capitalised, and so they had been prevented 
from doing any constructive work of any- 
thing like a, permanent’ character. The new 
policy would enable them to undertake much 
more ambitious schemes. It their in- 
tention. SO far as possible, to standardise the 
present rate paid for roads, to stereotype 
the rate at about 60 per cent. above what 
was paid in pre-war.times. In some counties 
it would be more and in others less, but 
that was the rough figure. 


RELIEF TO FARMERS. 

It was realised that the agricultural com- 
munity should be given every possible assist- 
ance in their struggle with foreign competi- 
tors for the British market. Last year and 
the year before they had relieved the farmer 
by increasing the agricultaral grant. This 
year they were again bringing relief to that 
section of the community by not insisting 
on an increase in rates for roads to the 
extent which the present cost of living figure 
would indicate as the amount required to 
maintain roads at their former standard out 
of the rates. 

That gift to the: agricultural community 
and ratepayers in general would, of course, 
necessitate the placing of additional burdens 
on other shoulders, and they would be placed 
un the shoulders of owners of heavy lorries. 
The roads of freland were never maintained 
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for heavy traffic. To have the roads torn 
up by heavy lorries, no matter what expen- 
diture were incurred, would defeat their 
object. They had already, by order, limited 
the weight of lorries to nine tons laden, but 
that in itself was not sufficient. A great 
many lorries even at six tons laden would 
create a wear and tear on roads that would 
be beyond their capacity to repair. 

They had devised, therefore. the policy of 
a steep grading of the tax on lorries, accord. 
ing to weight. Ii, as a result, heavy lorries 
should disappear from the roads, the task of 
maintenance would be an easy one; but 1f 
they did not disappear the revenue from the 
taxes would be greatly increased. 


THE YIELD. 
From the new system.of taxation they 
anticinated a revenue of something between 
£600,000 and £700,000. It was not intended 
to capitalise the. whole of that amount. Cer- 
tain counties would not he touched by the 
trunk road scheme; others would benefit only 
io a small extent. Accordingly, a sum 
amounting to about half the total available 
would be left for maintenance of other trunk 
roads in those counties, and also for expendi- 
ture on &ther works of a similar kind in 
counties where the trunk road scheme would 
also he put into operation. 
Having referred to the “ inundation” of his 
Department with letters and _ resolutions 
urging the claims of various roads for schedul- 
ing as trunk roads when he first announced a 
tronk road scheme, the Minister said that this

Advisory Committee had spent months in 
deliberating on the matter and had decided 
what roads should be included in the 1,500 
miles scheme. They did not intend to deviate 
an inch from the line they had taken up after 
very careful deliberation. 

It was proposed to repav the loan of 
£2,000,000 in ten years at 54 per cent. in- 
terest. The principal would be £200,000, and 
the interest £110,000—a total of £310,000 in 
the first year. “Tha. would leave a consider- 
able residue to make up any injustices that 
otherwise might fall on counties through 
which the trunk road seheme would not run.

METHODS OF RECONSTRUCTION. 

The question of methods of reconstruction 
was a very difficult matter. They were 
always up against the question of cost. Most 
of the systems of high-class road construction 
systems were beyond their means. At the 
present time they were spending only about 
£27 a mile on roads on an average. ‘They 
ought to spend about £3,000 a mile on re- 
construction, 

The Minister referred to the experimental! 
stretches on the Naas road, and gave details 
of the costs of the different methods, from 
concrete at £10,000 a mile, down to tar-bound 
macadam at ut £1,500 a mile. The best 
of the old coach roads constructed a hundred 
vears ago had cost about £160 a mile. It 
was not an easy matter, he continued, to 
lay down exactly what a particular stretch 
of road would cost, or what method would be 
adopted for improving it. Every mile of road 
would have to be surveyed and given special 
attention. It was the iniention to give more 
attention to the roads in the immediate 
vicinity of towns where trattic was heavy and 
where they would achieve the double object 
of improving their transport system and the 
appearance of the towns, and, perhaps, the 
health of the inhabitants. One of the greatest 
eve-sores in Ireland at present was the miser- 
able dirty streets in some of the principal 
towns.

“ NATIONALISATION.,”’ 

The Minister contended that the scheme 
represented the only. degree of ‘‘ nationalisa- 
tion’ of the roads that would be reasonable. 
If some people meant by nationalisation the 
establishment of a huge central staff which 
would duplicate the county staffs, he said 
that that would not occur. The operations 
on the 1,500 miles of trunk roads would be 
directed from a national] centre and paid for 
out of a central fund. They would decide 
where the roads were to be and what was to 
be used on them. Under the local Govern 
ment Act they were espowered practically 
to get contractors to undertake the work of 
reconstructing those roads, or, if they wished. 
to do the work themselves directly. 

Probably. however. it would be more 
economical to allow local authorities to em- 
pioy contractors, who would have up-to-date 
machinery. Maintenance would be on the 
County Councils, but the roads would have to 
be maintained according to the Department’s 
standards and under its supervision. 


DEPARTMENT'S STAFF. 

Passing to other matters, the Minister said 
that the staff of the Department numbered 
255. as compared with 288 in the year 1922, 
and the figure was the lowest that could be 
reached consistent with efficient administra- 


i tion. 


It should also be remembered that the 
Depariment had to accept transferred 
services, such as ‘control of mental hospitals, 
election to the Oireachtas, read maintenance, 
and central purchasing for Jocal authorities. 

The sub-head for child welfare was £15,530, 
an increase of £1,145. Infant mortality was 
6.7 per thousand births jn 1925, which showed 
a reduction compared with 1924. The high 
mortality continued to be an unfavourable 
feature, but efforts were being made on the 
part of the Department to effect an improve- 
ment, 

School meals were estimated to cost £5,700, 
a decrease of £300. The Act had been adopted 
in the boroughs of Dublin and Cork and 
twenty-four urban districts. The primary 


schools to the number of sixty-seven under 
the control of the Christian Brothers would 
come within the Act during next year. 
Urban authorities had been reminded of their 
powers under the Act, but had generally 
advised that they had not adopted a scheme, 
as there was no necessity for such an arrange- 
ment in their districts. Approximately 
12,478 children had been supplied with meals, 
and the total meals supplied had been 


1,551,953. 
TUBERCULOSIS. 

Comparative progress had been made in 
reducing the mortality. from tuberculosis. 
The total number of patients dealt with under 
approved tuberculosis schemes during 1924-25 
was 10,131, composed of 2,680 insured and 
7,451 uninsured persons, and the amount 
issued from the grant as recoupment in respect 
of their treatment was approximately £34,300. 

The mortality rate for the vear 1924 was 
1.45 per thousand of the population—a slight 
increase over the previous year’s figure of 
1.41 per thousend, Such increase was not 
unexpected in view of the disturbed conditions 
of the two previous years. The comparative 
progress made in reducing the mortality 
was shown, in that in 1904 the mortality was 
2.9 per thousand. In England the same re 
duction had taken 32 years to effect, and in 
Scotland 36 years, and the Free State had 
achieved it in 19 vears. 

The estimate for housing was £548,000, an 
increase of £8,977. Progress in housing had 
been maintained, and one and a quarter 
million pounds had been provided since 1922. 
Under the 1924 Act, 3.609 houses had been 
built—viz., 1,078 in county boroughs, 557 in 
urban districts, 65 under Town Commis- 
sioners, and 2.108 in rural districts. Under 
the 1925 Act, 3,366 houses had been erected— 
viz., 1,045 in county boroughs, 278 in urban 
districts, 64. under Town Commissioners, and 
1,979 in rural districts. 

The cost of building showed a slight down- 
ward tendency. The cost of a five-roomed 
house in Dublin was valued between £500 
and £535, and in other areas between £460 
and £500. 


EMPIRE WEEK.

EXEMPTION IN NEW 
FINANCE BILL.

Of the forty sections which comprise the 
new Free State Finance Bill, published last 
night, less than half-a-dozen will have the 
effect of amending the law relating to the 
existing Customs and Inland Revenue. Pro- 
vision is made for the exemption of “ any 
component parts of corsets, made wholly or 
mainly of non-textile materials,” from the 
duty imposed by the Finance Act of Jast year, 
and, similarly, there is provision for the ex- 
emption of the following substances from the 
soap substitutes duty:—Sodium carbonate, 
sodium silicate, caustic , potassium car- 
bonate, caustic potash, ammonia or borax, 
when imported otherwise than as a part or in- 
gredient of “ any article or preparation.” 
Provision is also made for the exemption of 
certain medicinal articles from any duty, that 
is where they contain no dutiable ingredients 
other than saccharin to an extent not exceed- 
ing 1 per cent., “ and are shown, to the satis- 
faction of the Revenue Commissioners, to be 
intended for use exclusively because of or as a 
preventive of or remedy for disease.’’ 
NEW WINE DUTIES. 

With regard to the additional duties on 
wines the following is the scale proposed in 
the ninth clause of the bill:—Not exceeding 
30 degrees of proof spirit, the gallon, 5s. ; ex- 
ceeding 30, but not exceeding 42, 12s.; for 
every degree or fraction of a degree beyond 
the highest so charged, an additional duty per 
gallon of 1s. ; sparkling wine in bottle, an ad- 
ditional duty per gallon, of 21 5s.; still wine 
in bottle, an additional duty per gallon of 4s. 

The purpose of the other sections is, in the 
main, to give statutory effect to the resolu- 
tions already passed by the Dail. One of the 
four schedules to the bill is the new scale of 
duties for mechanically-propelled vehicles. 
The second stage of the bill will be under con- 
sideration to-morrow. 
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mortality among children was chiefly con- 
tamination of milk. Half of the cases of 
cripples in the country were due to the 
drinking of tubercular milk in child 
hood.

The Colour Bar. 


The problem of the bar” in 
South Africa has reached a very critical 
stage. A bill has been passed by both 
Houses of the Union Parliament, sitting 
together, which will have the effect of 
condemning the native and: coloured 
population of the country to permanent 
exclusion from all skilled trades. The 
struggle over this matter has been in 
progress for almost forty years. The 
British element in South Africa has 
been anxious to raise the status 
of the natives, whereas the Boers have 
been doing everything in their power to 
keep them in a position of helpless 
inferiority. The first crisis was reached 
in 1911, when the white trade unions 
secured the passage of the Mines and 
Works Act, which excluded natives from 
certain trades. In 1918 they threatened 
a “lightning” strike unless the provisions 
of this Act should be enforced; and their 
policy seemed to be succeeding everywhere 
when, in 1923, the Supreme Court of South 
Africa ruled that the “colour bar” was 
ultra and that the regulations 
against native labour were “ unreasonable, 
capricious and arbitrary.” The present 
Act, apparently, is the Hertzog-Labour 
coalition’s réply to that judgment. Six

the triumphs of British imperial policy 


has been its refusal to discriminate, as 
the Americans discrimihate, against 
coloured people. For the South African, 
however, the problem is not a matter of 
political ethics ; it is a matter of life and 
death, and for that reason, much as one 
may deplore the new law, it would be. un- 
fair to raise the cry of ‘‘ slavery.’’ General

Summer’s Lease. 


The month of May, 1926, has achieved 
an unenviable record; for it has been 
the dreariest month of its name since 
1887. The rainfall was abnormally high; 
March-like gales shook the darling buds 
of our gardens and ‘orchards, and the 
rare appearances of a bashful sun 
were followed immediately by spells 
of wintry cold. Our climate seems to 
become more and more variable as the 
years progress. — A period of tropical 
heat may be interspersed with days 
of equinoctial bluster. Extremes chase 
each other through the months, and all 
the lore of the prophets is powerless. to 
predict the weather for twenty-four hours 
All sorts of theories are being 
advanced for théis condition of affairs. 
Some people are convinced that the 
disturbance of the ether by “wireless” 
waves is the source of all the trouble ;

MILITARY I ENSIONS. 

In. the Dail yesterday, 

The Minister for Defence informed Mr. 
David Hall that the number of persons in 
receipt of disability pensions was 334. In 
addition, there were 82 persons in whose cases 
temporary pensions had been suspended pend- 
ing reconsideration.

DISTRESS IN COUNTY DUBLIN. 

Mr. Wiliam Norton (Labour) asked the 
Minister for Local Government if he was 
aware that acute distress existed in North 
County Dublin, and if he would state why 
he declined to permit the Balrothery Rura! 
Council to put into force Section 13 of the 
Local Government Act, 1898, for the relief 
of distress. 

Mr. Burke said he had received two reports 
on the matter recently, and after very careful 
consideration he was satistied that the cir- 
cumstances would not justify the issue of an 
order under Section 13 of the Act of 1898. 

In reply to a supplementary question by 
Mr. Johnson, the Minister said that he was 
satisfied that the distress was acute enough 
on the occasion of the first visit of the 
inspector. He was inclined to think that an 
efiort was being made to bring pressure upon 
him to enforce this section of the Act, as the 
local authority was anxious to make the relief 
of distress in that area a county at large 
charge instead of a district charge. 

Mr. Jonnson asked if the Minister received 
lists of practically 600 people, many unem- 
ployed, with families of from one to seven, 
would he recognise that that connoted acute 
distress. 

Major Byran Cooper asked whether the 
Minister was aware that the inspector visited 
the district on two afternoons only, and that 
on one of those occasions. at least, excep- 
tional relief was being given by the County 
Council, who gave three weeks’ relief work. 

Mr. Burke said that in his report the 
‘nspector said that in three weeks’ time the 
situation wouid be considerably relieved.

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MOTOR REGULATIONS. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THR IRISH TIMES. 

Srk,—I have seen a letter on the above 
subject from Major T. C. Goff in your issue 
of to-day, and I must sav that I have the 
greatest sympathy with all that Major Goff 
has stated. It is well that the pubiic should 
know what has taken place in regard to the 
institution of the international travelling 
pass system. When the Irish Free Siate he. 
came a separate signatory to the Convention 
ot Paris, under which the international 
travelling pass system is operative, it had 
the effect of automatically putting an end to 
a system which had been in operation for a 
couple of years between Great Britain and 
the Free State, and the Free State and 
Northern Ireland, whereby the parties had 
mutually agreed to recognise each other’s 
road ‘licence duties, Recognising that the in- 
stitution of the international travelling pass 
would be a great inconvenience to Free State 
motorists, my Committee took steps to ap- 
proach the Government of Northern Ireland 
and the British Ministry of ‘Transport 
through the Royal Autombbile Club. with a 
view to having the system of inter-validity 
continued, ving already Assured ourselves 
of the fact that such a system would receive 
the sympathetic support of the Government 
of the Free State. 

It is satisfactory to know that the Govern- 
ot Northern Ireland received our representa- 
tions with sympathy, and the result to-day 
is that it is not necessary to have an inter- 
national travelling pass to proceed to that 
area, nor is it necessary for a Northern 
motorist to possess one when entering the 
Free State. In regard to Great Britain 
there gppesred to be administrative difficul- 
ties which prevented the same policy from 
being adopted by the Ministry of Transport, 
and under the regulations of the Convention 
it 1s necessary for the car and the driver to 
be examined whenever an _ international 
travelling pass is issued. and these passes 
are only available for twelve months. My 
experience, and I know it is the experience 
ot most of our members, is that, when tour- 
ing in England, they are never asked for 
their travelling passes, and I think the same 
may be said of English tourists coming into 
the Free State. I am thankful to say there 
is little trouble on that score with the police 
in either country; but it would be a great 
convenience to tourists were it possible for 
the British Government to agree to some 
system such as has been instituted between 
the Government of the Free State and the 
Government of Northern Ireland in regard 
to the temporary circulation of motor cars 
used by temporary visitors in each area re-

The first essen- 
tial for a man to get a division of land was a 
knowledge of farming, with a reputation for 
industry. The labourer and small farmer's 
son, without capital, but used to hard work, 
would often be a more valuable tenant-pur- 
chaser than many a man with capital. He 
wanted it to be known that the fact that a 
man was tenant of a Council cottage did not 
preclude him from getting a share of divided 
land.

FORESTRY. 


6,000,000 TREES PLANTED LAST 
YEAR. 


On the motion to grant £25,457 to com- 
plete the sum of £37,457, estimate for the 
vear of the grant-in-aid for the Forestry 
Fund, : 

Mr. Hogan, Minister for Agriculture, said 
that the area of woodland in the country 
was only 240,000 acres, or 1.2 per cent. of the 
total area of the Free State. The .policy of 
the Department was to increase that area to 
5 per cent., and that would entail the plant- 
ing of 600.000 acres more. as well as con- 
servation of the existing area of woodland. 
The main difficulty about forestry lay in the 
fact that land was wanted for so many other 
purposes. Not less than 400 acres was an 
economic unit. The total area of land 
acquired up to 3ist March last was 35,000 
acres, and during the past year 2,043 acres 
had been planted, requiring six million trees. 

he area planted annually had been in- 
creased steadily for the past five years, and 
considerably more was te be planted this year 
than was planted last year. The amount to 
be spent this year on acquisition of land and 
cultural operations was £34,000, an increase 
of £10,000 over last year. 

Mr. O. G. Esmonde asked whether any 
progress had been made as regards forestry 
education, and whether the Minister could say 
anything with respect to the introduction of 
a Forestry Bill. 

Mr. John Daly asked if it was necessary to 
send money out of the country in the pur- 
ghase of voung trees. 

Mr. Conlan said that Kildare County Coun- 
cil had acquired a considerable extent of 
woodland. Some of it required planting to 
replace timber that had been cleared out, and 
he desired to know whether any grant would 
be made to the Council for the purpose. 


DESOLATE DONEGAL. 


Mr. John White said that in the Stranorlar 
area of County Donegal the country had been 
desolated by contractors who had purchased 
the woods. It would be well if the Depart- 
ment could exercise some authority to control 
such operations. 

Mr. Heffernan suggested that some assist- 
ance might be provided to farmers who were 
willing to plant shelter belts on their land. 

Mr. M. J. Hennessy urged that a larger 
sum than £150 should be provided for educa- 
tion in forestry. 

Mr. suggested that the Minister 
should initiate a large scheme of plantation 
along the Western seaboard. 

Mr. Hogan explained that the only assist- 
ance that could be offered to county councils 
was the grants, roughly £20 an acre, for every 
acre of nurseries kept by a council, plus the 
wages of a forester for the first two years. 
One of the conditions was that that council 
should sell the young trees to farmers at cost 
price, That looked.a sound enongh scheme, 
but it had not been taken up very widely. 
They did not give grants in respect of lands 
permanently planted either by councils or 
others: and it was considered a sounder 
policy to concentrate the expenditure of the 
sum available in the hands of the Forestry 
Bran h Atself. 

The question of a large expenditure for 
education in forestry was under discussion at 
present with the Ministry of Finance. 

The purchase of trees outside the county 
Was necessary. The Free State. could not 
supply sufficient suitable young trees. 

The Forestry Bill, he mentioned, would be 
a very long one, and he could not attempt to 
indicate its contents. With regard to the 
suggestion of a big planting scheme for the 
Western seaboard area, it would mean an ex- 
penditure of hundreds of thousands of pounds, 
and it was not certain that much of the land 
was not more useful as mountain grazing.

There shall be charged, levied, and paid for 
and upon every licence to act and carry on 
business as a bookmaker issued under any 
Act passed or to be passed during the financial 
year beginning On the Ist day of April, 1926, 
an excise duty at the following rates, that is

(a) on a licence expressed to be in force for 

one year—ten pounds; 

(b) on a licence expressed to be in force for 

any period less than one year—two 
pounds for every day of such period. 


EXCISE DUTY OF £20, 

An excise duty of twenty pounds shall be 
charged, levied, and paid on the registration 
and also on every renewal of the registration 
of any premises in any register of premises 
maintained under any Act passed or to be 
passed in the financial year beginning on the 
Ist day of April, 1926, providing for the 
registration of premises in which the business 
of bookmaking is carried on. 

The duty shall be charged and levied on 
and shall be paid by the person who is entered 
in such register as the proprietor of the 
premises in respect of the registration or 
renewal of the registration of which the duty 
is chargeable. 


5 PER CENT. ON BETS. 

There shall be charged, levied, an’ paid on 
and by every bookmaker who makes, lays, er 
otherwise enters into any bets on or after the 
Ist day of November, 1926, an excise duty (in 
this Act referred to as the duty on bets) of 
five per cent. of the amount of every bet 
entered into by him on or after the said Ist 
day of November, 1926. 

The amount of a bet shall be the sum of 
money which by the terms of the bet the 
bookmaker will be entitled to receive, retain. 
or take credit for if the event the subject of 
the bet is determined in his favour. 


REBATES. 


Whenever it is proved to the satisfaction of 
the Revenue Commissioners that a bet in 
respect of which the duty imposed by this 
section is chargeable has become void for any 
reason other than the mutual consent of the 
parties thereto or that the amount of a bet in 
respect of which the said duty is chargeable 
has not been and is not likely to be collected 
by the bookmaker, the Revenue Commis- 
sioners may. subject to such conditions as 
they may think fit to impose, either (as the 
case may require) repay the duty paid or 
remit the duty chargeable in respect of such 
bet. i 

HEAVY PENALTY, 

Every person who fails or neglects to pay 
any sum payable by and lawfully demanded 
trom him in respect of the duty imposed by 
this section shall be: guilty of an offence under 
this section jand shall be liable on summary 
conviction thereof to an excise penalty of five 
hundred pounds. 


BETTING TICKETS.

(e)—-granting to bookmakers remissions or 
vefunds (as the case may require) of betting 
duty in cases in which the whole or anv part 
of the contingent liability of a bookmaker 
in respect of a be. made, laid, or otherwise 
entered into by him is shown to the satisfac- 
tion of the Revenue Commissioners to have 
been transferred by such bookmaker to 
another bookmaker by means of a fresh “st 
made, laid, or otherwise entered. into hy the 
first-mentioned bookmaker with the second- 
mentioned bookmaker.

WHY FREE STATE'S 
REQUEST WAS GRANTED. 


The exclusion of the American 
journalist, Mr. Charles Edward Russell, 
from Great Britain as the result of repre- 
sentations made by the Free State Govern- 
ment was mentioned in the House of 
Commons yesterday. 

CoMMANDER KenwortHy asked the Home 
Secretary whether Charles Edward Russell, 
an American citizen, was refused permission 
to land at Plymouth on May 27, and on 
what ground. 

Sir WILLIAM Joynson-Hicxs—Mr. Russell 
was refused leave to land at Plymouth in 
consequence of advices that his landing at 
Queenstown had teen prohibited by the Irish 
Free State. M-. Russell has been informed 
that the refusal was temporary, and that if 
he arrives here again, he will be admitted to 
s United Kingdom port, provided he under- 
takes not to go to the Irish Free State. 

CoMMANDER KENWoRTHY—Was not Mr. 
Russell one of our warmest supporters in 
America before that country came into the 
war’ Why. because the Irish Free State 
does not wish to admit him, should he be 
insulted by being refused admission to Great 
Britain ? 

THe Home Secrerany—The Irish Free 
State are in friendly relations with us, and 
they have, in their discretion, decided 
against Mr. Russell’s landing there. They 
communicated that fact to us, and asked us 
to take the necessary steps to prevent. him 
landing in Ireland. I have no objection to 
his landing here, and when he arrived at 
Plymouth ‘he was requested to go on to 
Southampton, but he went on to Cherbourg 
instead, and made no further request. If 
he desires to do so, there is no reason what- 
ever why he should not enter England. 

Mr. Wrpswoop—|[f the Irish Free State 
want to keep him out of Ireland, why can- 
not. they do their own work, instead of 
atking the British police to do the work for 
them ? 

THe Home Secretrany—There is very easy 
transit between England and the South of 
Ireland, and arrangements have existed for 
a long time between the Irish Free State and 
us by which they should stop undesirable 
aliens coming here, and we should do hike- 
wise for them. 

Mr. Jack Jones—Is he aware that a num 
ber of undesirables, from another point of 
view, have been allowed to land in Ireland? 

True Home Secrerary—The hon. member 
should put the question in the Irish Par- 
liament.

The Minister further said that an Order in 
Council had been passed authorising the 
Minister of Finance to reduce the duties on 
cattle entering Canada simultaneously with 
the reduction of the United States duties on 
cattle from Canada. 

Members who took part in the debate em- 
phasised the necessity of enlarging the 
markets for Canadian cattle, either in Great 
Britain or in the United States. 

Mr. Motherwell said that he hoped that the 
Government would be able soon to make 
another effort to secure reduced ocean cattle 
rates to Great Britain, but the main difficulty 
was that the available space of cattle-carriers 
was not fully occupied on the eastward 
vovage and that there was no return cargo. 

Although it was not indicated in the debate, 
it is understood that there is some prospect of 
securing free trade in cattle between Canada 
and the United States.—(Reuter. )

INDIAN COMMUNAL 
RIOT. 


PERSONS INJURED. 
CALCUTTA, Tuesday. 

A very trifling incident arising from a 
Mohammedan’s touching the water-pot of a 
Hindu led to a communal riot at Halishahar, 
twenty-five miles from Calcutta. Mill hands, 
belonging to both communities, indulged in 
free fighting with sticks and brick-bats, and 
about twenty persons were seriously injured. 
One of the injured is in hospital, in a pre- 
carious condition. The mill hands have re- 
sumed work, but the mills are guarded by 
armed police. 

A later message says :—Further communal! 
feeling was aroused this evening in the 
northern quarter of the city, when Mohame- 
dans assembled in large numbers in front of 
the Mosque, on the route by which Hindus 
were to have taken their goddess for immer- 
sion in the Hooghly. The police Commissioner 
decided to change the route of the proces- 
sion, whereupon the Hindus refused to bring 
the goddess out. The police were unable to 
disperse the crowd, and the military have 
been requisitioned to patrol the streets.— 
(Reuter. )

R. BALDWIN last night told the 
House of Commons that hé had not 
lost touch with the parties to the coal 
dispute, and he was willing to continue 
negotiations at any moment. One thing, 
however, he was not willing to do, and 
that was to pledge the taxpayers’ money 
indefinitely for the support of this one 
industry; nor was he willing to take any 
political control of the mines. 

The announcement that the failure of 
bot: parties to come to an agreement had 
freed the Government s ‘hands in regard 
to the subsidy did not mean that the 
Government was not at liberty to render 
some assistance in the event of renewed 
negotiations leading to an agreement ; but 
till that moment came he could not say 
what would be the amount of such assist- 
ance or what form it would take. 

He would be prepared to consider what 
could be done in the way of legislation 
to aid a settlement, but primarily the 
future depended on the statesmanship of 
both parties to the dispnte.

WHEN THE GOVERNMENT 
WILL ACT. 

Mr. Ramsay Macdonald, Mr. Austin Hop- 
kinson and Mr. Lloyd George having raised 
the subject of the coal strike and the Govern- 
ment s policy, on a vote for the Ministry of 
Mines, in the House of Commons last night, 

The Prime Minister (Mr. Baldwin) said 
that he would not deal with detail: about 
wages, but would follow up the speech he 
made shortly before the House rose at Whit- 
suntide. He was not going to hand any 
bouquets or throw any brickbats. He 
promised the House that he would do all in 
his. power to secure a square deal. After 
the House rose he put before both sides pro- 
posals for a settlement. He had endeavoured, 
apparently without success previously, to 
convince the miners of the good faith of the 
Government in adopting the whole report of 
i. Commission wholeheartedly, in letter and 
in spirit, In the document sent to the 
miners he put in the forefront the specific, 
definite and solemn pledge of the Govern- 
ment to support the various schemes of re- 
organisation contained in the report. His 
proposals were a fair and honest attempt to 
form a basis on which negotiations might 
take place and lead to a successful issue. 
He had an interview with the Miners’ Execu- 
tive, and reviewed the proposals in detail. 

-le was asked why he had omitted muni 
cipal trading ‘and the buying out of the 
royalty owners. He said that he had put in 
all points on which immediate legislation was 
required, and he had no objection to includ- 
ing both matters, but municipal trading’ was 
a matter which needed investigation before 
he could say in what form legislation would 
be practicable. With regard to royalties, 
that was a very big question, and as 
the Government had to be guided by 
the domestic and the international! 
financial situation, some time must elapse 
deciding on fair values, and nothing that 
could be done with royalties could affect the 
immediate questions to be dealt with. He 
believed then, as he believed now, that his 
proposals afforded a basis for negotiation, but 
they were turned down flatly. 


OWNERS’ RESENTMENT. 

His experience with the owners was. not 
much more fruitful. Their rejection was 
equally flat and definite. Most of all, they 
resented what thev called political interfer 
ence. In fact, they asked him to step aside, 
presumably that there might be a fight to a 
finish. He told the owners that it was im- 
possible for the Government to be disin- 
terested in the affairs of a great basic 1in- 
dustry, and for the sake of the victims of a 
cruel struggle, which he believed to be quite 
unnecessary, the Government must seek every 
way to bring the parties to reason, if pos- 
sible, without resorting to force. His at 
tempts, so far, had met with little response. 
The deadlock continued. 

He had not lost touch with the parties. Many 
people cried out that the Government should 
do something, and do it quickly. He was 
willing to resume negotiations at any moment, 
but he was willing to pledge the tax- 
payers’ money indefinitely to support this 
one industry—(Ministérial cheers)—nor to be 
forced to take political control of the mines. 


THE SUBSIDY. 

When he said that the rejection of the sub- 
sidy left their hands free, it did not mean 
that the Government were not prepared, at 
the first possible moment, to come in and do 
all thev could on what they thought were the 
best lines, and it was obvious that, whatever 
settlement was arrived at, sooner or later it 
would probably be necessary to render some 
assistance. They would be prepared to do 1t, 
but he could not say until that moment came 
the form in which that assistance would be 
given, nor the amount. He had never hesitated, 
when adopting the report of the Commission, 
to maintain the view that a temporary gub- 
sidy, in some’ form or another, to tide over 
the period when negotiations were proceed- 
ing, or to certain districts after the negotia- 
tions succeeded, was necessary. 


REPLY TO MR. LLOYD GEORGE. 


Mr. Lloyd George had made a very per- 
suasive and very temperate speech, asking 
the Government to introduce legislation. He 
would reply by a quotation from Mr. Lloyd 
George’s own speeches, when he had to deal 
with similar difficulties in 1921. The right 
hon gentleman then said that there was no 
greater mistake than to interfere prematurely. 
“It was quite obvious that the parties must 
be brought together again, but the right 
moment must be chosen. The never, never 
mood must be evaporated, and the parties 
must be in a better mood for negotiating. 
When that moment came the Government 
would act. There was a great deal that the 
Government could do to assuage bitterness, 
to soften asperities, and see fair play. 

He would remind members of the sentence 
in the report: “ The future depends primarily 
on the leadership and general level of 
opinion among miners and owners.” Wisdom 
was a plant of the slowest growth. It would 
come sooner than many expected. He was 
not sure that the shoots of the new plant 
were not beginning to appear. The moment 
that happened, he would buckle to the task 
once more, and if legislation would help, he 
would consider what could be _ done. 
Primarily the future depended on the states- 
manship of the two parties.

CHARGE OF MISHANDLING 


THE SITUATION.

“Foot-and-mouth disease has been 
brought to this country in the carcases 
of foreign pigs imported for British curing 
factories.’ Colonel Walter Guinness, 
Minister of Agriculture, made this state- 
ment yesterday in his address the 
Council of Agriculture at the Middlesex 
Guildhall. 

“The number of outbreaks of fvot-and- 
mouth disease in the last said 
Colonel. Guinness, “ was the 
month before ten, and.in the month of 
March nineteen. In the last ten days 
we have had a new and unfortunate de- 
velopment. in Scotland, which has. been 
free for two years from the disease. It 
has now become a centre of a new develop- 
ment, and in connection with this outbreak 
we have made the very important discovery 
that the origin is traceable to foreign 
pigs brought in for curing at British 
curing factories. »

some plan in its mind. - What was it? Were 
they going into the negotiations, or were 
they going to stand outside’ To a great 
extent they had hitherto stood outside, but 
they had made it plain that, on the whole, 
they were in favour of a reduction of the 
miners’ wages. . They were, in effect, playing 
the game of the mine-owners, and were 
standing by whilst the fight was being fought 
out to a finish. And this, in face of the 
admissions of the Prime Minister that the 
parties, if left to themselves, would never 
come to an agreement, 

He -appealed to the Government to begin 
negotiations now, with a mind made up as 
to what they were going to do. The Go- 
vernment, even at this late hour, when so 
much prejudice had been created, shouti 
make it clear that they accepted the idea 
of wages embodied in reconstruction, 
not wages apart from reconstruc- 
tion. If the miners were given 
a scheme of reconstruction which . would 
satisfy them, and would mean a healthy 
industry as soon as it. was put into opera- 
tion, they would consider®*and accept all the 
details of that scheme, including wages. 
Until that was done he did not see much 
chance of a settlement. The miners wanted 
something more than vague promises. ‘They 
had had ‘too many promises. It was the 
duty of the Government to produ some 
suggestion which would safeguara them 
against future disputes in the coal industry. 

“SLOPPY EYE-WASH.”’ 

Mr. Austin Hopkinson, who, as an in- 
dependent member, can always be relied 
upon to say something novel and amusing, 
characterised many of the recommendations 
of the Royal Commission as ‘sloppy eye- 
wash.” The miners’ one desire was to get 
the owners to join them in a scheme to 
squeeze a further subsidy out of the tax- 
payer, and they made no secret of their 
disappointment when that scheme came to 
naught. The negotiations were hopeless 
from the very beginning, becau-e the Miners’ 
Federat'on had tied their own hands, and 
refused to have them untied.

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SHEEP DIPPING

WARNING TO FLOCK OWNERS. 

As the sheep dipping season commences on 
Ist June, the Department desire to direct 
the attention of sheep owners and all con 
cerned in the execution and enforcement of 
the Sheep Dipping Orders to the urgent 
necessity for securing the dipping of all sheep 
in the Free State during the prescribed 
dipping periods and in accordance with the 
requirements of the Orders. : 

lhe principal object of the Order of 1915, 
and the supplementary Orders which enable 
local authorities to require the prescribed 
dippings to be carried out under the super- 
vision of local imspectors, is the eradication 
of scab, a disease which has done much to 
retard the development of the sheep industry 
and to injure the country’s valuable export 
trade In sheep and lambs. Under these 
Orders the local authorities have ample means 
of ensuring ‘the freedom from scab of all 
sheep in their respective districts, and ol 
thereby enhancing to a very considerable 
degree the value of the sheep industry as a 
whole. 

In the however, responsibility 
for the Irish flocks 
sheep owners themselves. Every owner of 
sheep is bound to dip his sheep in the manner 
and during the periods prescribed by the 
Sheep Dipping Order, and every consideration 
of duty and self interest should urge him 
to discharge his obligation. If local authori- 
ties require him to have his sheep dipped at 
a time and place appointed by the local 
authority, he should make arrangements to 
have the whole of his flock dipped in accord- 
ance with these regulations; otherwise, he 
should fix a time: and place himself, and give 
the local authority due notice, go that they 
may be represented at the dipping should 
they so desire. Forms for the purpose of this 
notice and of the declarations reqwred 
respectively (1) to accompany sheep to fairs 
and (2) to be made at the end of each 
dipping period, ean be obtained from the 
local authority or from the Garda Siochand. 

Whether, the dipping takes place under local 
regulations or not, or wider supervision or 
the dipping should be by thorough im 
mersion of the sheep in an approved dip, and 
the greatest care should be taken in carry- 
ing out the directions given as to the mixing 
of the dip and the length of time during 
which the sheep should be kept immersed. 
In the summer dipping period (from Ist 
June to 3lst July) the sheep must be dipped 
and must have been shorn before 
dipping, unless they are lambs. under nine 
months old. In the autumn dipping period 
(Ist August to 15th November, inclusive) 
sheep must be dipped twice within an interval 
of not less than seven or more than fourteen 
days. The interval is important, having regard 
to the life history of the scab parasite. The 
first dipping will probably kill the parasites, 
but their eggs may remain and get hatched 

and the second dipping is necessary to 

ll the young parasites Golara they, in turn, 

their eggs. Where a poisonous dip 1s 
t is advisable that the interval between 
dipping should be at. least ten days. 
Where an arsenical dip is used for a first 
dipping of sheep, a -non-poisonous dip should 
be used for the second dipping of such sheep. 
Kivery approved dip is retailed in @ packet or 
vessel bearing a label indicating that the use 
of the dip in certain proportjons has been 
approved by the Department for the purposes 
of their Orders relating to sheep scab and 
sheep dipping, and containing § directions 
(which should be carefully followed) as to the 
preparation of the dipping bath. 

It is a matter of great importance 
sheep owners should, from time to time, 
fully examine their sheep for indications of 
seal. This should always be done before 
sending them to a fair, market, or port for 
shipment, as, in the event of any sheep being 
found diseased at these places, the infected 
animals, and also all those which have been 
in contact ‘with them, will be seized by the 
authorities and dealt with in ac- 
cotdance with the provisions of the Sheep 
Scab Order. In such circumstances the owner 
of the diseased sheen inflicts grievous harm 
on the owners of the other sheep, as well as 
rendering himself liable to prosecution for not 
reporting the existence of the disease on his 
farm, and for exposing diseased sheep in the 
fair or market or for sending them to a port, 
as the may be. The authorities of the 
fair, market, or port are, moreover, involved 
In expenditure which might have been avoided. 
as they are required to have the place in 
which the sheep in guestion were exposed 
specially cleansed and disinfected,

town Urban Council, with a view to reviving 
the weekly band promenade during the 
summer in the town.

DALKEY MAN AND A CHEQUE. 

At the Queenstown District Court’ a 
middle-aged man of respectable appearance. 
named William Dermott Smyth, whose 
address was given as Sorrento terrace, 
Dalkey, County Dublin, was charged with 
having attempted to obtain money (£5) under 
false pretences and with forging a name to 4 
document with intent to defraud. 

Mr. John: Ronan, solicitor, said that 
20th May he saw the accused in his waiting- 
room and asked him who he was. The 
accused replied that his name was Smyth. 
When the witness gave him his name the 
accused said that his name was not Smyth, 
but that he was a partner of James Taylor, 
costs drawer, ól South Frederick street, 
Dublin. He asked the witness to lend him 
£1. but he refused. ‘Lhe left the 
office, and the signature to the cheque (pro 
duced) was not in the witness’s handwriting, 
did he authorise it. 

Accused—Was I sober? In my opinion, 
you were not sober. You were fast asleep 
in a chair m my waiting-room, and you 
appeared to be in a drunken sieep. 

Civic Guard Murphy said that on the 20th 
May, about 7.45 p.m., the accused approached 
him and produced a cheque, and said that 
if the witness cashed it he could keep £1 
and that he was badly in need of money. 
He further said that the cheque was endorsed 
by Mr. Ronan, solicitor. The witness brought 
the accused to the barracks, as his suspicions 
were aroused, 

James Hannagan, Bishop street, stated that 
the accused came to him at the Post Office 
and asked him if he knew Mrs. Nicholson 
and if he would take a message to her. hand- 
ing the witness a cheque. The witness gave 
the cheque to Mrs. Nicholson, who returned 
it to him. The witness subsequently gave it 
to the Civic Guard. 

Mrs. Nicholson, Harbour row, said that 
the accused entered her hotel on the 16th 
instant and asked if he could be put up fo 
the night. On the following day he agreed 
to Stay for a week, and she told him it 
would cost £1 10s.. The accused informed 
her that he was wiring for £50, and that 
there was a wire coming to him. He first 
said that it was coming from Dublin, and 
then from Cork. Next day he asked her for 
the loan of 5s., and said that he would pay 
when he got the cheque. She gave him 5s. 
He left the hotel, and before leaving 
gave her £1 to pay for what he had 
bought and for the 5s. that he had borrowed. 
On the same evening Hannagan called and 
handed her the cheque. Having read it, she 
handed it back to him. 

Miss Mary Beahan, manageress of the Im- 
perial Hotel, Queenstown, said that the 
accused called there and requested a sheet 
of paper. He then asked for a twopenny 
stamp. He next asked her to cash ‘a paper 
drawn up im the form of a cheque for £5. 
She told him that she had no money. He 
again called to the hotel and produced a 
cheque, which he said was guaranteed by 
Mr. Ronan, solicitor. She did not examine 
the cheque, as she had no intention of cash- 
ing it. 

Civic Guard Sheehan gave evidence of 
Hannagan having handed him the cheque. 
The words “I guarantee this cheque, J. 
Ronan,” were not on it when the cheque 
was handed to him. He had the cheque for 
nearly two hours, and handed it back to 
the accused, who was pointed out to the 
witness by Hannagan. Before handing the 
cheque back to the accused, the witness ques- 
tioned him about his identity, and the 
accused said that he was William Smyth, a 
native of Dalkey, County Dublin, a widower, 
and that he was on a “ booze”’ since his wife 
had died. He said that if the cheque was 
presented to the Ulster Bank in Dublin it 
rood as gold, as he had a bit of money

PROTECTION OF WILD BIRDS. 
— -—“— H- 


The Dublin Gazette of May 28 contains two 
Orders made by the Free State Minister for 
Justice (Mr. Kevin O'Higgins) under the Wild 
Birds (Protection) Act, 1904. The Orders 
apply to the Counties of Dublin and Galway, 
and are made at the request of the County 
Councils. 

The first Order states that :—‘‘ The taking 
or destroying of the eggs of the following 
species of wild birds is prohibited throughout 
the County of Dublin fincluding the Islands 
of Lambay and Ireland's Eve) between the 1st 
day of June, 1926, and the Ist day of August, 
1926, and between the Ist day of April and 
the Ist day of August in each year for a 
period of four years from the Ist day of April 
1927 :—Black guillemot, crossbill,  goldfinch, 
kestrel, kingfisher, oyster catcher, ow] (all 
species), peregrine falcon, plover (all species) 
raven, skelduck, skylark, tern {all species).”’ 

The second Order prohibits the taking or 
destroying of the eggs of the following species 
of wild birds throughout the County of Gal. 
way between the Ist day of June, 1926. and 
the Ist day of August, 1926, and between the 
Ist day of April and the 1st day of August 
in each year for a period of four years from 
the Ist dav of April, 1927 ~"* Golden eagle 
harriers (all species), divers fall s ecies).

THE AUSTRALIAN “BEAM” 
STATION, 
FOUNDATLONS OF CORK. 


MELBOURNE (By Vail). 

About half-way between Ingliston and 
Ballan, a few miles south of the Ballarat 
Railway line, a small village 1s rapidly 
springing into existenge at the foot of the 
six giant steel towers of the Australian 
“beam ” transmitting station. The main 
building work at the station itself is almost 
: and the first part of the 
machinery for the beam transmitter is being 
installed. Although ho date tor the com- 
pletion of the station has yet been fixed, if 
will probably be ready for operation by next 
August, and tests may be carried out before 
that time. 

ECONOMY OF SHORT WAVE. 

The latest devices in modern wireless en- 
gineering practice are being incorporated in 
the Ballan station. The station itself repre- 
sents a radical departure from the accepted 
standards of two years ago, the main’ differ- 
ence between the Ballan station and less 
modern transoceanic wireless stations in other 
parts óf the world being that a very short 
wave length, probably less than 40 metres, 
will be used at the Ballan station, whereas 
most other long-distance commercial stations 
employ wave lengths of more than 10.000 
metres. ‘The use of the short wave at Ballan 
makes it possible to concentrate the signals 
Leing emitted into a relatively narrow beam, 
whereas the radiation from long-wave 
stations is diffused aniformly round the 
tvausmuling aer!. 

The short wave used also makes possible 
important economies. The cost of the 
station is likely to be Jess than one- 
third of the-cost of the long-wave station, 
while the amount of ground required for the 
station and aerial system is only a fraction 
of that needed for a long-wave station. 
Whereas six masts, each 250 feet in height, 
are required at the Ballan station, about 16 
masts, each 800 feet ia height, would have 
been necessary if a long-wave station had 
been erected. It is expected that the power 
to be used by the Ballan transmitters will be 
about 25 kilowatts. It is probable that ten

AERIALS FOR BRITAIN AND CANADA. 
. The site at Ballan was chosen with great 
cpre. It is about 1,800 feet above sea level, 
and is free from “ shielding’’. by hills. The 
six masts stand on a plateau, slightly 
elevated above the surrounding country. The 
Billan station, when completed, will really 
cchsist of two separate transmitters—one for 
communication direct with England, and one 
fot working with Canada. Two aerial 
syjtems will be needed, and, therefore, each 
syi'em will be supported by three masts. 
The three masts for each aerial are care- 
fully set out in a line.. The determination 


ot his line is particularly important, because 


the direction in which the ‘‘beam’’ is radiated 
is exactly at right angles to the line of the 
| It will be clear that unless this line 
is accurately determined, there will be a 
danger of the beam “ missing ” the receiving 
statipn in England, to which it will be pro- 
jected. The angle of the beam will be about 
45 dagrees. This means that the strength of 
the wave emitted will be about eight times 
greater than with a transmitter of equal 
power but without the beam equipment. 
ROUND THE WORLD BOTH WAYS. 
The’ station will be so arranged that in 
the morning the aerial pointing to the 
north-west will be in use. The beam to 
England will: then be projected across 
Australia, the Indian Ocean, Northern Africa 
and Southern Europe. This path will be for 
the greater part of its length in darkness. 
The waves travel most readily through a 
path of darkness. In the evening, however, 
the beam will be sent in a South-Easterly 
direction, going round the other half of the

All the electric current for working the 
transmitters, as well as for domestic purposes 
in the cottages of the station staff, will be 
cenerated at the station. The construction 
of the power-house floor is unique. Although 
each engine and generator is set in a heavy 
block of concrete, these concrete blocks are 
entirely. isolated from the main floor of the 
station, and rest-ou beds of compressed cork. 
‘The purpose of this is to prevent the 
slightest jarring or vibration from being com- 
municated to the transmitting apparatus 
itself. As a further safeguard, the con- 
crete blocks on which the transmitters will 
be built will also be set on beds of cork. 
The effect of vibration on the transmitter 
would probably be to cause the wave to 
change 

CONTROL FROM MELBOURNE. 

Although there will be a staff of nearly 
twenty men at the station when it is work- 
ing, no messages will actually be transmitted 
from the station. The duty of the staff will 
be to stop and to start the generators and 
motors and to keep the plant in running 
order. Messages will be transmitted from 
the offices of the Amalgamated Wireless 
(Australasia), Limited (by whom the station 
is owned), in Queen street, Melbourne. 
Automatic transmitters will be employed, 
and as messages are received they will be 
typed out on a machine resembling a type- 
writer, which will punch them in Morse 
characters on a paper tape. This tape will 
then be fed to apparatus capable of trans- 
mitting at a speed of 100 words a minute 
and possibly more. The messages will then 
be sent by means of a telegraph line to 
Ballan, where they Will be communicated to 
the main transmitter, and thus started on 
their aerial journey.— (Reuter. )

COUNTY COUNCIL’S PENSION 
SCHEME. 

For over eight hours the Clare County 
Council were engaged at their last meeting 
in fixing the pensions to be awarded to the 
Clerks of Rural District Councils, whose 
office has been abolished: Those clerks have 
already been recommended for pensions in re- 
spect of their services as clerks of Boards of 
Guardians, but, except in two cases, those 
pensions have not yet been sanctioned. ‘The 
County Council had asked the Minister for 
Local Government to fix the pensions, but he 
declined to do so, pointing out that his 
function was consider the figures sub- 
mitted by the Couneil, and to approve of 
them if he deemed them equitable. 

Some of the Councillors desired to have 
before them the pension recommended to the 
officials as Clerks of Unions before deciding 
the pensions they should get as Clerks to 
District Councils. 

Mr. F. F. Cullinan, solicitor, for the offi- 
cials, submitted that the pension as Clerks of 
Unions had nothing to do with the pensions 
as Clerks to District Councils. Thev were 
two distinet jobs.

SUCCESSFUL EXPERIMENT IN 
KERRY, 

Mr. Thomas F. Curtayne presided at a 
meeting. which was held in the Intermediate 
School, Killorglin, when the Headmaster read 
a report on the work of the school during the 
past year. 

The Chairman said that that was the only 
school in the Free State managed and financed 
by a local committee. It was not endowed, 
no collections were made for it in the parish, 
and it received nothing from the rates.

the school, and they hoped to get an instruc-

TRANSFER OF ELEMENTARY 
SCHOOLS, 


HEADS OF AGREEMENT 
APPROVED. 


— 


SETTLEMENT has been reached in 

the controversy with regard to the 
transfer of elementary schools in Belfast 
to tre iocal education authority under tie 
new }ducation Act. 

The Transfer Sub-Committee of the Bel- 
fast Education Committee and the Pro- 
testant Managers’ Association have arrived 
at “ heads of agreement’’ which may be 
embodied in Jeases for the transfer of 
elementary schools or temporary tenancies. 
The difficulty at one time threatened to 
disorganise the whole elementary educa- 
tion system in Belfast. 


SCHOOL PREMISES. 
TRANSFER OF EQUIPMENT. 


I understand, writes our Belfast. Corre- 
spondent, that it has been agreed that the 
equipment of the school premises shall be 
transferred to the education authority abso- 
lutely, provided that any portion of the pre- 
mises that may be discarded from time to 
time shall be handed back to the transferors. 
The right will be reserved to the transferors, 
during the term of the lease or tenancy, to 
use the premises at such time, and for such 
purpose as may be arranged at the time cf 
the making of the lease. This provision 1s 
subject to a condition that the education 
authority shall be indemnified for any rates 
which may be charged upon the premises, 
due to the use made of them by the ftrans- 
ferors; also that the transferors shall contri- 
bute to the education authority a proportion 
of the cost of heating, lighting, and cleaning, 
as arranged, in:respect of the use of the pre- 
mises, and that the transferors shall be re- 
sponsible for any damage occasioned during 
the time they are using the premises. 
The education authority, on the other hand, 
will become responsible for the head rent, or 
such portion of it as may be arranged, and 
also for the repayment of the instalments of 
any outstanding debts on the building, or of 
such portion as may be agreed to at the time 
the Béil is made. But the education 
authority, during the period of the lease, 
will obtain the benefit of any endowments re- 
lating to the premises, in so far as such 
endowments relate to educational purposes. 
A DIFFICULTY SETTLED. 
One matter that caused considerable diffi- 
culty has been satisfactorily arranged. The 
education authority is to use the premises for 
the purpose of a public elementary school, 
but in suitable cases the transferors will 
favourably consider the insertion of a clause 
in the lease or tenancy, enabling the premises 
to be used for other purposes ancillary to 
education, which shall not unduly interfere 
with the use of any adjoining premises by 
the transferors, The education authority 
will have the right to erect such fittings, and 
to make such alterations or introduce such 
equipment as may be required by them from 
time to time, but these must not materially 
interfere with the use of the premises re- 
served to the transferors. 
Temporary tenancies can be terminated by 
notice on either side, but the education 
authorities may surrender the lease of the 
premises on giving six calendar . months’ 
notice. Transferors will have an option to 
determine any lease by six months’ notice if 
the conditions of transfer are not being ob- 
served. Schools transferred on lease shall 
be under the management of a local commit- 
tee for the school or group of schools, and 
one committee will advise in the appointment 
of teachers to vacancies; in the teaching staff 
fair and reasonable representation will be 
given on such local committees to the trans- 
ferors, and the parents of the children and 
the proportion of representation will be 
arranged at the time of transfer. 
Bible instruction will be given aily by the 
teaching staff during the periods set apart for 
religious instruction, according to a pro- 
gramme to be adopted by the education 
authority, or such other programme as may 
be substituted therefor, and approved by the 
transferors.
